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DETAILED ACTION 
Notices & Remarks 

1 . Applicant's amendment file on 03/30/2004 in response to Examiner's Office Action has 
been reviewed. The following rejections now apply. 

2. Claims 1-26 are pending for the examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 19, 21, 23 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Saiki et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 5,953,513). 

As to claims 19, 21, 23 and 25, Saiki teaches and method and apparatus to interface 
digital audio data for a rewritable optical disk driver, comprising: first sending or receiving a 
start signal, signaling to start a data transfer operation, through an AT attachment packet 
interface (AT API) protocol bus; second sending or receiving a conversion start signal, signaling 
to convert data into a format for transfer over the bus, through a connection other than the bus; 
and receiving data through the bus in accordance with the start signal and the conversion start 
signal (see col. 7 line 49 to col. 8 line 10 and col. 9 lines 17-25). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 20, 22, 24 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Saiki farther in view of Yasui (U.S. Pat. No. 5,999,505). 

As to claims 20, 22, 24 and 26, Saiki fails to explicitly to teach the start signal and the 
conversion start signal at substantially the same times. Yasui; however, teaches sending or 
receiving the start signal and the conversion start signal at substantially the same times (see col. 
10 lines 8-20). It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art to have the start 
signal and the conversion start signal at substantially the same times in order to provide saving 
time. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

8. In response to the applicant's arguments that the methods and apparatuses recited in 
claims 19, 21, 23 and 25 also effectively bypasses the lengthy preparation processes. Examiner 
respectfully disagrees it because nowhere in claims 19, 21, 23 and 25 discloses the bypass of the 
preparation process.
